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'Y'HE  INSTITUTION  is  established  tor  the  relief  of  the  Sick  Poor 


of  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood  of  Warrington,  and  persons  sustaining 
accidents. 


Poor  people  attacked  by  any  sudden  indisposition  will  be  immediately 
relieved  without  a  recommendation  ;  but  they  must  procure  one  by  the  next 
day  to  entitle  them  to  continue  as  patients. 


It  is  earnestly  requested  that  personal  inquiry  be  made  into  the  cases  of

the  patients  recommended,  and  to  insert  the  name  of  the  street  where  they 
reside. 

Life  Governors  who  wish  to  have  blank  printed  recommendation  forms 
may  be  supplied  by  sending  for  them  to  the  Infirmary. 

Donors  of  not  less  than  Twenty-five  Guineas,  and  an  Executor  or  Nominee 
of  any  person  bequeathing  One  Hundred  Pounds,  become  Life  Governors. 


The  Dispensary 


The  Dispensary  will  be  opened  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  at  Nine 
o’clock  in  the  Morning  for  dressing  wounds  ;  and  at  Three  in  the  Afternoon, 
when  those  who  require  a  repetition  of  Medicines  must  apply. 

Medical  Attendance  for  general  business  will  be  given  every  day  (Sundays 

excepted)  at  times  arranged  by  the  Board,  and  on  Sunday  in  case  of  emergency.

Patients  are  required  to  deposit  such  sum  with  the  Dispenser  which  will 
cover  the  cost  of  the  bottles,  &c.,  supplied,  the  same  to  be  given  back  when  the 
bottles,  &c.,  are  returned.

OF  THE 

WARRINGTON  INFIRMARY  and  DISPENSARY 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1947 


The  Board  of  Management  submit  their  Report  together  with  Statement  of 
Income  and  Expenditure  for  the  year,  1947. 

NEW  HEALTH  SERVICE 

It  has  now  been  officially  stated  that  the  Government  will  take  over 
practically  all  hospitals  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  and  in  view  of  this  decision  it 
will  be  the  last  report  on  a  full  year’s  working  under  the  present  regime  of 
voluntary  control. 

On  and  after  the  5th  July,  this  hospital  becomes  part  of  the  Liverpool 
Regional  Hospital  Service  which  will  be  controlled  by  a  Regional  Board 
operating  from  Liverpool.  This  hospital  has  no  direct  representative  on  the 
Regional  Board  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  Hospital  Management 
Committees  are  appointed  to  administer  the  hospitals  in  the  different  districts, 
full  consideration  will  be  given  to  elect  those  persons  who  have  taken  such  an 
active  and  intimate  part  in  hospital  management  for  many  years. 

Voluntary  Hospitals  have  a  great  deal  to  offer  to  the  new  Health  Service, 
many  with  centuries  of  service  behind  them,  and  again  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
hospitals  in  the  new  system  will  not  be  fettered,  but  will  be  allowed  to  expand 
in  service,  technique  and  well-doing  as  under  the  Voluntary  Hospital  System. 

It  is  with  a  deep  feeling  of  regret  and  sadness  that  this  Charity  which 
commenced  its  work  of  healing  and  tending  the  sick  in  1810 — one  hundred  and 
thirty  seven  years  ago — has  now  to  lose  its  individuality  and  become  merged 
in  a  State  Controlled  System.  This  hospital  has  always  been  looked  upon  as 
“Our  Infirmary”  by  the  people  of  Warrington  and  district,  and  an  active 
interest  has  always  been  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  Institution. 

The  Board  of  Management,  made  up  of  differing  phases  of  town  life — 
business  men,  doctors,  clergy,  ladies  known  for  their  social  work,  and  work¬ 
people — all  bound  together  for  the  common  cause  of  providing  the  best 
treatment  for  those  who  seek  the  medical  service  of  this  Hospital,  may  all 
disappear  under  the  New  State  Service.  If  so  it  will  leave  a  deep  sense  of 
sorrow  among  many  friends,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  voluntary  service 
may  still  be  used  in  some  form  as  an  ancillary  to  the  hospital  service  of  the 
future. 


FINANCIAL  AND  GENERAL 

Many  firms  and  private  subscribers  have  discontinued  their  financial 
assistance  during  the  past  year  due  to  the  fact  that  the  State  will  be  taking  over 
the  hospital.  The  Board  desire  to  draw  attention  to  every  friend  of  the 
Institution  that  they  have  got  to  carry  on  providing  the  medical  service  until 
July,  1948,  and  with  the  expenditure  increasing  in  an  abnormal  way  they  trust 
that  the  usual  financial  help  will  be  forthcoming  until  the  appointed  day. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  hospital  service  has  been  under  review. 
This  was  very  necessary  because  during  the  war  years,  equipment,  apparatus, 
etc.,  was  unobtainable  and  now  more  modern  articles  are  needed.  Up  to  date 
sluicing  and  sterilizing  equipment  has  been  ordered  for  the  wards  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  it  will  be  fixed  in  the  early  part  of  1948.  Other  items  of  Ward 
Furniture  have  been  added  during  the  year  such  as  Bed  Tables,  Electric  Food 
Trolleys,  Trays  for  patients,  etc,  and  Refrigerators  have  been  added  to  the 
Ward  Kitchen  Equipment.  This  has  all  tended  to  make  patients  more 
comfortable. 

The  Main  Kitchen  has  also  received  attention.  New  Kitchen  Equipment 
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has  been  installed  by  Radiation  Ltd.,  and  the  cooking  is  now  done  under 
model  conditions.  Other  items  of  apparatus  have  also  been  added. 

The  dietary  for  the  patients  has  received  special  attention  and  nowadays 
more  cooked  meals  are  supplied  to  them.  Many  letters  of  appreciation,  both 
for  feeding  and  treatment  have  been  received  from  patients. 

Periodical  visits  are  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Advisory  Dietitian, 
and  after  the  latest  visit  a  letter  of  commendation  on  the  feeding  and  serving 
of  food  was  received  by  the  Board  from  the  Minister. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  busy  movement  and  overhaul — trying  to  make-up 
some  of  the  time  lost  in  the  war  years  but,  many  things  still  require  to  be 
done  and  at  the  present  rate  of  delivery  it  will  be  some  time  before  they  can  be 
accomplished,  in  fact  the  new  regime  may  have  to  finish  off  what  has  been 
started  by  the  present  Board  of  Management. 

As  time  goes  on  hospitals  are  called  upon  more  and  more  for  diagnostic 
and  treatment  purposes  and  this  hospital  is  no  exception.  For  a  hospital  of 
its  size  (150  beds  at  Warrington  and  Thelwall  Grange,  with  an  additional  22 
beds  in  the  Nursing  Home)  it  is  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  North  of  England 
and  with  its  staff  of  Consultants  from  Manchester  and  Liverpool  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  smaller  teaching  hospitals  in  the  nearby  cities. 

Certain  of  the  buildings  may  be  out  of  date  but  what  really  matters  is  the 
class  of  work  undertaken,  and  whilst  space  has  been  the  greatest  problem,  it 
has  been  no  detriment  to  the  service  which  has  been  provided. 

Every  Clinic  which  could  be  of  service  both  to  Medical  Practitioners  and 
to  Patients  has  been  commenced  and  this  Institution  can  look  back  with  pride 
to  the  work  which  has  taken  place  within  its  portals.

The  ordinary  Income  shows  a  decrease  of  nearly  £800,  but  with  the  sale  of 
the  free  investments  and  putting  all  the  money  received  from  legacies  to  the 
credit  of  the  General  Fund,  the  total  Income  shows  an  increase  of  nearly 
£15,000  over  the  previous  year. 

Even  with  this  extraordinary  addition  to  Income  Account  the  total  Income 
falls  short  of  Expenditure  by  £18,000.

The  Expenditure  has  again  risen  sharply  during  the  year  and  is  due  some¬ 
what  to  the  chaotic  conditions  prevailing  generally.  Salaries  and  Wages 
show  a  further  increase  of  £7,284,  whilst  every  item  of  expenditure  is  increased 
by  higher  prices  and  the  incidence  of  increased  purchase  tax. 

Special  Expenditure  has  also  been  incurred  on  improving  facilities  in  Wards 
and  other  departments  as  mentioned  earlier  in  the  Report. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

Mr.  Councillor  R.  Ryder,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Board  for  several 
years  died  in  March,  and  Mr.  Councillor  E.  Smethurst  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy. 

MEDICAL  STAFF 

There  have  been  several  changes  on  the  staff  during  the  year  owing  to 
deaths  or  the  taking  up  of  other  hospital  posts. 

The  Board  report  with  sincere  regret  the  deaths  of  Dr.  C.  P.  Brentnall, 
Consultant  Gynaecologist  and  Dr.  Ellis  Pigott,  Consultant  Dermatologist, 
both  of  whom  have  served  the  Institution  faithfully  for  a  great  number  of  years. 
Dr.  Brentnall  was  among  the  first  Consultants  to  join  the  medical  staff  in  1928. 

Dr.  C.  E.  B.  Rickards,  who  had  been  carrying  out  Dr.  Brentnall’s  work 
whilst  the  latter  was  on  sick  leave,  was  appointed  Consultant  Gynaecologist 
and  Drs.  F.  Glyn-Hughes  and  J.  G.  Coburn  were  appointed  Senior  Consul¬ 
tant  Dermatologist  and  Assistant  Dermatologist  respectively. 

Dr.  R.  Winston  Evans  resigned  his  position  of  Pathologist  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  in  order  to  take  up  a  similar  post  at  one  of  the  Liverpool 
Teaching  Hospitals. 

Dr.  A.  E.  Carragher  was  appointed  Pathologist  in  his  stead.  There  have 
been  other  changes  on  the  salaried  medical  staff. 

NURSING  STAFF 

There  have  been  no  changes  among  the  senior  members  of  the  administrative 
staff  during  the  year. 

The  Report  of  the  Matron  appears  in  another  part  of  the  Annual  Report.

HOSPITAL  SUNDAY  FUND 


This  fund  has  suffered  owing  to  the  proximity  of  the  new  Health  Service. 
Several  churches  and  chapels  did  not  have  a  Hospital  Sunday  Collection, 
whilst  others  had  smaller  amounts  to  hand  over.  This  brought  the  grant  to 
£321  13s.  6d.  against  £434  5s.  7d.  the  previous  year. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Collin,  Plon.  Secretary  of  this  fund  is  again  thanked  for  his 
services  during  a  very  trying  period. 


WORKPEOPLE’S  INFIRMARY  COMMITTEE 

The  gross  amount  received  from  this  source  was  £32,555  Is.  8d.  and  after 
payments  to  outside  hospitals  and  medical  staff  of  £10.668  5s.  8d.  the  nett 
sum  of  £21,886  16s.  Od.  was  allocated  to  the  General  Fund  which  was  an  increase 
of  £937  16s.  lid.  as  compared  with  last  year. 

When  the  new  Health  Service  commences  in  July  1948,  contributory 
schemes  generally  will  automatically  cease  their  functions  and  simply  abandon. 

It  is  too  early  yet  to  see  whether  the  Warrington  organisation  could  be  kept 
in  being  or  attached  to  some  other  organisation  in  the  town  with  a  view  to 
providing  those  extra  benefits  for  patients  which  will  not  be  available  under 
the  State  Scheme.  The  Board’s  thanks  are  once  again  tendered  to  this 
Committee  and  the  many  thousands  of  contributors  for  the  financial  assistance 
given  towards  the  very  heavy  cost  of  treating  members  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme,  also  to  those  representatives  who  sit  on  the  Board  and  House  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  advice  and  assistance. 


LADIES  LINEN  GUILD 

The  sum  of  £180  was  handed  over  as  part  grant  for  the  year,  but  here 
again,  because  of  the  new  Elealth  Service,  subscribers  are  discontinuing 
paying. 

To  the  Officers,  Collectors  and  Subscribers,  the  thanks  of  the  Board  are 
tendered  for  their  continued  financial  help. 

INFIRMARY  LEAGUE  OF  HELP 

This  Committee  decided  to  abandon  its  activities  owing  to  the  State  taking 
over  hospitals.  The  balance  of  money  in  hand  of  £86  12s.  9d.  was  paid  over. 

The  Board  regret  the  decision  but  offer  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  committee 
for  the  financial  assistance  given  over  a  large  number  of  years.

To  members  of  the  various  Committees  attached  to  the  Institution  and  all 
those  kind  friends  who  have  given  financial  support,  the  Board  offer  their 
warmest  thanks.  Also  to  each  member  of  the  staff  a  special  tribute  for  the 
work  carried  our  during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Board 


The  Medical  Board  regret  to  report  the  loss  by  death  of  two  members  of 
the  Consultant  Staff— Dr.  Pigott  and  Mr.  Brentnall. 

During  the  year  re-arrangements  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinics  have  been 
necessary.  There  are  now  two  clinics  for  the  skin  cases,  with  the  appointment  of 
two  Consultants — Dr.  Glyn-Hughes  and  Dr.  Coburn.  There  are  two  clinics 
for  Neurological  cases  and  three  Medical  Clinics.  There  has  been  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  attending  the  Out-Patient  Department,  for 
which  a  scheme  of  appointments  has  been  arranged  to  overcome  delays. 

Dr.  Winston  Evans  resigned  from  the  post  of  Pathologist  and  Dr.  Carragher 
was  appointed  in  his  place. 

The  Medical  Board  report  that  the  full  use  is  still  being  made  of  Thelwall 
Grange. 

The  Medical  Library  is  still  being  added  to  and  kept  up  to  date. 

New  arrangements  for  the  tuition  of  the  Nurses  have  been  made.  A  male 
Tutor  has  been  appointed  and  lectures  have  been  given  by  most  members  of 
the  Honorary  Staff.  X-ray  films  and  other  clinical  material  are  being  made 
use  of  to  further  the  information  on  subjects  on  which  lectures  are  given. 

The  accommodation  for  the  Resident  Staff  has  been  increased. 

The  Medical  Board  express  their  thanks  to  the  Resident,  Nursing  and 
Administrative  Staff  for  work  done  during  the  year.

A  considerable  amount  of  new  equipment  has  been  obtained,  which  has 
improved  working  conditions  very  much,  making  it  possible  for  the  patients  to 
have  a  cooked  breakfast  and  supper,  and  to  improve  their  nursing  care,  which 
they  appreciate  tremendously. 

Mrs.  Needham,  Dietitian  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  paid  a  visit  to  the 
Infirmary  in  October,  and  was  very  satisfied  with  the  catering  arrangements  at 
present  in  force. 

Miss  M.  B.  Norbury  resigned  from  the  position  of  Sister  Tutor,  and  Mr. 
E.  L.  Davies  was  appointed  to  the  post. 

Miss  Clarke  resigned  from  being  Assistant  Night  Sister,  and  Mrs.  Chetham 
replaced  her.  She  resigned  later  on  in  the  year  and  Mrs.  Minton  replaced  her. 

Miss  Young  resigned  from  the  position  of  Ward  Sister  at  Thelwall  Grange, 
and  Miss  Jackson  was  appointed  to  the  post.  She  resigned  later,  and  Miss 
Whitehead  replaced  her. 

Miss  P.  Lewis  resigned  from  the  Men’s  Surgical  Ward,  and  Miss  Thomas 
replaced  her.

Miss  Conway  resigned,  and  Miss  Knowles  was  promoted  to  the  position  of 
Senior  Theatre  Sister.

We  are  now  entering  the  last  few  months  of  our  existence  as  a  Voluntary 
Hospital.  July,  1948,  will  see  the  Warrington  Infirmary  absorbed  in  the  new 
National  Health  Service. 

One  cannot  fail  to  mention  the  proud,  noble  and  glorious  record  of  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals.  We  should  remind  ourselves  of  what  they  have  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  great  advancement  in  Surgery  and  Medicine.  We  think  and 
remember  the  great  personal  sacrifices  of  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  and 
others  who  have  served  as  Administrators  for  so  many  years.  We  recall  with 
gratitude  those  generous  benefactors  whose  subscriptions  and  donations 
enabled  us  to  build,  equip  and  maintain  the  Infirmary.  Those  voluntary 
workers  who  have  shewn  their  love  for  the  Institution  by  their  practical 
demonstration  of  service.  Yes  !  I  think  that  the  spirit  which  has  prevailed 
throughout  the  years  reflects  radiance  upon  all  who  have  in  some  way  done 
something  for  the  cause  of  suffering  humanity. 

What  of  the  Future  ?  It  has  been  said  that  by  merging  the  Warrington 
Infirmary  into  the  National  Health  Scheme  all  voluntary  work  and  generosity 
would  finish.  But  I  think  the  reverse  would  be  the  case.  Benefactors  should 
not  be  put  off,  for  this  valuable  outlet  for  benevolence  will  be  made  more 
attractive  by  the  knowledge  that  money  given  in  the  future  to  Hospitals  need 
no  longer  be  used  for  general  expenditure  (this  will  be  provided  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment).  It  can  be  devoted  to  special,  purposes,  e.g.,  to  the  forwarding  of  Medical 
knowledge  and  research,  purchasing  new  equipment,  comforts  for  the  patients 
in  a  way  which  was  previously  impossible  for  Hospitals  which  had  difficulty 
in  raising  sufficient  income  to  meet  ordinary  expenditure. 

The  ultimate  aim  is  a  free  comprehensive  Health  Service  for  everyone. 
The  Service  must  be  complete,  providing  everything  that  is  necessary  for  the 
prevention  and  cure  of  disease.  It  must  be  positive  in  character  and  aim  at 
maintaining  everyone  in  the  best  possible  state  of  health. 

Until  July,  1948,  we  must  endeavour  to  maintain  our  Voluntary 
Income.  The  Infirmary  Contributory  Scheme  will  continue  until  the 
appointed  day.

Regulations  for  the  Guidance  of  Patients,  their  Medical 

Attendants  and  Visitors. 


1.  Application  for  admission,  except  in  emergencies,  must  be  made  on  a  special 
form  which  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  Infirmary. 

2.  The  applicant  will  then  be  informed  if  and  when  he  or  she  can  be  admitted. 

3.  Only  cases  suitable  under  the  Infirmary  Rules  and  By-Laws  can  be  admitted. 

4.  The  patient  can  be  attended  by  his  or  her  own  Medical  Attendant,  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  having  no  responsibility  except  by  arrangement 
with  the  Medical  Attendant.  Any  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff 
called  in  as  a  Consultant  will  be  entitled  to  a  fee  for  his  services. 

5.  The  charge  is  six  guineas  per  week  for  a  bed  in  the  semi-private  Ward 
and  from  seven  guineas  upwards  for  a  separate  room  according  to  size. 
These  charges  include  Board,  Ordinary  Medicines,  Dressings  and  Service  of 
Nurses.  Use  of  Operating  Theatre,  Special  Medicines,  X-Ray  and 
Pathological  Examinations  will  be  charged  extra. 

t 

Patients  who  require  treatment  for  a  period  less  than  a  week  will  be  charged 
as  follows : — 

One  and  a  half  guineas  for  the  first  day  for  the  semi-private  Ward  and  two 
guineas  a  day  for  a  separate  room;  for  each  succeeding  day  one  guinea  for 
a  semi-private  ward  and  one  and  a  half  guineas  for  a  separate  room. 

If  any  patient  requires  the  services  of  a  special  nurse  the  usual  charge 
for  Private  Nurses  will  be  made  in  addition. 

The  day  of  admission  and  the  day  of  discharge  will  be  charged  as  one  day. 
Washing  of  personal  linen  cannot  be  undertaken. 

6.  All  payments  must  be  made  weekly  to  the  Superintendent  by  the 
guarantor  or  patient  unless  otherwise  arranged  with  the  Superintendent. 

7.  The  Nursing  Staff  are  not  allowed  to  receive  any  fee,  reward  or  gratuity 
of  any  kind  for  any  service  done  in  connection  with  the  patient. 

8.  Patients  are  required  to  be  provided  with  a  proper  change  of  Linen,  Dressing 
Gown,  Brush,  Comb  and  Towels,  but  they  are  requested  to  bring  no  more 
luggage  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

9.  The  stay  is  usually  limited  to  six  weeks,  but  may  be  extended  by  the 
Nursing  Home  Committee  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Attendant. 

AO.  Patients  may  be  visited  by  the  Clergy  whom  they  desire. 

Al.  Visitors  will  only  be  allowed  by  wish  of  the  patient.  The  ordinary  hours 
of  visiting,  except  in  emergency  or  special  circumstances,  are  from  2  to  4 
p.iu.,  and  7.15  to  8.15  p.m.  daily. 

Xf  permission  from  the  Medical  Attendant  is  obtained  visiting  will  be 
allowed  between  11  a.m.  and  12  o’clock  daily,  but  visitors  will  be  required 
to  leave  the  ward  when  the  Doctor  visits  the  patient  or  when  dressings, 
&c.,  require  the  attention  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Wards  are  closed  altogether  to  visitors  (except  in  emergency)  from 
4  to  7.15  p.m.  daily. 

Visitors  are  requested  not  to  enter  the  Wards  without  the  permission  of  the 
Sister  in  Charge  or  her  deputy,  of  whom  enquiries  may  also  be  made. 

It  is  in  the  interests  of  the  patient  not  to  have  more  than  two  visitors 
at  one  time. 

Articles  of  food  and  drink  must  be  handed  to  the  Sister  in  Charge  for  use 
at  her  direction. 

12  The  Board  of  Management  is  not  responsible  for  the  property  of  patients 
(except  when  handed  over  to  the  Sister  in  Charge  or  her  deputy  and  a  receipt 
is  given. 

Money  or  articles  of  value  may  be  handed  to  the  Superintendent  for  safe 
custody  and  a  receipt  will  be  given  for  them. 

AS.  The  Board  of  Management  reserve  the  right  to  terminate  at  any  time  the 
stay  of  any  patient  in  the  Private  Wards  without  assigning  any  reason.

( b )  Gift  made  during  the  lifetime  of  the  donor.  The  gift  should  be 

accompanied  by  a  written  direction  by  the  donor  to  the  following 
effect : — 

“I  direct  that  the  said  sum  of  £ . shall  be  applied  by 

the  Governing  Body  or  Mangement  Committee  of  the  Hospital  for 
such  specific  object  of  a  capital  nature  connected  with  the  Hospital 
(but  distinct  from  its  general  purposes)  as  the  Governing  Body  or 
Management  Committee  of  the  Hospital  shall  determine.” 

NOTE. — It  is  not  essential  that  the  special  capital  purpose  should  be  specified 
by  the  donor.  It  is  sufficient  and  usually  preferable  to  leave  the  precise  capital 
purpose  for  which  the  money  shall  be  used  to  the  discretion  and  good  sense  of 
the  Committee,  because  it  is  often  difficult,  and  particularly  so  in  these  days 
of  transition,  to  envisage  the  precise  objects  for  which  the  money  will  be  most 
urgently  required. 


II.— FOR  USE  AFTER  THE  APPOINTED  DAY 
(«)  In  a  Will  : 

“I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Management  Committee  of  the 

Warrington  Infirmary  and  Dispensary  the  sum  of  £ . 

free  of  duty  upon  trust  to  apply  the  capital  and  income  of  the  said 
sum  for  such  purposes  other  than  general  maintenance  connected  with 
the  said  Hospital  as  the  Committee  shall  in  their  discretion  determine.” 

(b)  Gift  made  during  the  lifetime  of  the  donor. 

The  gift  should  be  made  to  the  Management  Committee  of  the 
Hospital  upon  trust  to  apply  the  fund  or  property  for  the  special  ' 
purpose  which  the  donor  may  have  in  mind,  or  upon  trust  in  the 
following  form  : — 

“In  trust  to  apply  the  capital  and  income  of  the  said  sum  (or 
property)  for  such  purposes  other  than  general  maintenance  connected 
with  the  said  Hospital  as  the  Committee  shall  in  their  discretion 
determine.”
